September  16  marks  the  154th  anniversary  of  Mexican  Independence,  and  September 
18  marks  the  154th  anniversary  of  Chilean  Independence.  With  these  two  dates  in  mind, 
we  have  devoted  much  of  our  time  in  this  Folio  to  a  survey  of  the  music,  literature,  and 
culture  of  these  countries  and  several  others,  notably  Argentina  and  Peru.
